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THAT Your ſaid Subject, on the Twenty-cighth Day of Fe- 
bruary laſt, did obtain, in the Conliſtory-Court of the Biſhop of 
London, a definitive Sentence of Divorce from Bed and Board 
with his ſaid Wife, for Adultery with the ſaid Jonathan Har- 
vey ; and Your ſaid Subjects faid Wife hath, by her Adulterous 
| ' Behaviour, diſſolved the Bond of Marriage on her Part; and Your - 
« faid Subject now ſtands deprived of the Comforts of Matrimony, 
and will be liable to have a ſpurious impoſed upon him, unleſs - 
the ſaid Marriage be declared void, and annulled, by Parliament:

And be itEnatted, by che K IN G's moſt Excellent MAJEStr, 
by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, 
_ .ahd by the Authority of the ſame, That the ſaid Bond of Matri- 
. mony, being violated and broken by the manifeſt and open Adul- 
tery of the ſaid Mary, be, and is from henceforth, wholly diſ- 
. ſolved, annulled, vacated, and made void, to all Intents, Conſtruc- 
. tions, and Purpoſes whatſocycr ; and that it ſhall and may be law- 
ful to and for the ſaid Fohn Ennever, at any time or times here - 
aſter, to contract Matrimony, and to marry (as well in the Life- 
time of the ſaid Mary, as if ſhe were naturally dead), with any other 
Woman or Women, with whom he might lawfully marry, in 
caſe the ſaid Mary was not living; and that ſuch Matrimony, 
when had and celebrated, ſhall be a good, juſt, and lawful Mar- 
riage and Marriages ; and ſo ſhall be adjudged, deemed, and taken, 
to all Intents, Conſtructions, and Purpoſes ; and that all and every 
Child and Children, born in ſuch Matrimony, ſhall be deemed, 
adjudged; and taken, to be born in Wedlock, and be legitimate, 
and inheritable ro, and ſhall inherit, the Lands, Tenements, and 
Hereditaments, of the ſaid John Emnnever, and all other Lands, 
. _ Tenements, and Hereditaments, from and by their Father's, Mo- 
ther's, and other Anceſtors, in like Manner and Form as any other 
Child or Children, born in lawful Matrimony, ſhall or may in- 
herit, or be inheritable unto, according to the Courſe of Inherit- 
ances uſed in this Realm, or in any of his Majeſty's Dominions 
thereunto belonging; and to have and enjoy all Privileges, Pre- 
eminences, Benefits, Advantages, Claims, and Demands, in as 
full and ample manner as any other Child or Children, born in 
lawful Wedlock, may haye or claim by the Laws or Cuſtoms of 
this Realm, or any of his Majeſty's Dominions thereunto belong- 


ing, 
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And be it further Enacted, That the aid 7% Ennever ſhall 
be intitled to be the Tenant, by the Courteſy, of Lands and Inhe- 
ritances of ſuch Wife or Wives as he ſhall ſo marry ; and ſuch - 
Wife or Wives as he ſhall ſo marry, ſhall be intitled to Dower of 
the Lands and Tenements whereof the ſaid Fohn Ennever ſhall be 
ſeiſed, of ſuch Eſtate whereof ſhe or they ſhall be dowable, as any 
other Husband or Wife reſpectively may or might claim, haye or 
enjoy and the Child or Children, born in ſuch Marriage or Mar- 
riages, ſhall and may derive and make Title, by Deſcent or other- 
wiſe, to and from any of their Anceſtors, as any other Child or 
Children may do; any Law, Statute, Reſtraint, Prohibition, Ordi- 
nance, Canon, Conſtitution, Preſcription, or Cuſtoms, had, made, 
executed, or uſed, to the contrary of the Premiſes, or any of them, 
in any · wiſe notwithſtanding.

any ſuch there be), are Baſtards, and ſpurious Iſſue, and not the 
lawful Iſſue of the ſaid John Ennever, on the Body of the ſaid 
Mary his Wife begottenz and that no ſuch Child, ſo born 
ſince the laſt Day of Auge One thouſand Seven hundred and 
Fifty-one, nor any other Child or Children which hereafter ſhall 
be born of the Body of the ſaid Mary, now the Wife of the ſaid 
NS Ennever, ſhall be deemed, taken, or reputed to be, the law- 
Iſſue of the ſaid Fohn Exnever, on the Body of the ſaid Mary 


begotten. - 


And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, 
That the faid Mary ſhall be, and is hereby, barred and excluded of 
and from all Dower and Thirds, and of and from all Right and 
Title of Dower and Thirds, or other Claim and Demand, in, to, 
or out of, the Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, of the ſaid 
Fohn Ennever. .
